The corrected names of the published works of the author are as follows: 


- Al-‘Agidah al-Saniyah fi Sharh al-‘Agidah al-Hasanah 
- Rehnuma-i Tlm al-Tafsir 
— Quran Ka Mutali‘a Kayse? 


The last word in the Arabic introduction should be bad (4s); the diacritic on the ‘ayn 
(<) should be a sukoon (2). 


Shufayy Shufay al-Asbahi narrated that he entered Madinah... 
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...Dirayah Dirayat al-Hadith... Uşūl Hadith al-Hadith... Matrifah Marifat Ulūm al- 
Hadith... 


The words for the generations after the Prophet in the diagram should all be in the 
plural. Thus, Mu’ kadhram > Mu‘ khadramitn. 


In the Arabic narration of Asbagh, the second last word should be anhu (4); the 
diacritic on the last letter should be a dammah (2) instead of a fathah (<). 
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“The Messenger of Allah § recited qunut daily for a month in the Zuhr, ‘Asr, 
Maghrib, ‘Isha’, and Subh (i.e. Fajr) prayers, at the end of each prayer.” 


From fbn Ishaq, it was narrated by Malik, Hammam, and others; and a group narrat- 
ed it from Malik. 


The text from “One such narration is:” until “..selling of the wala’ (of slaves) or gifting 
it? should be replaced with: 


One of them is the hadith of the prohibition of the selling of the wala’ [of slaves]: 
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Abi al-Walid told us: Shu‘bah told us: ‘Abd Allah ibn Dinar informed me: I heard 
Ibn ‘Umar «ais; saying that the Messenger of Allah prohibited the 
selling of the wala (of slaves) or gifting it. 


«May it not-berestoredto you not find it! The mosques are built for what they are 
built for.» 


In the diagram, both Fard al-Mutlag and Fard al-Nisbi should be under Gharib. And 
also Ahad > Ahad. 
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«There is no transitive-disease contagion, and there is no divination, but good omen 
pleases me, i.e. the good word or a the kind word.» 


« ...postpartum bleeding should take abath ghusl, put on ihram, and perform all the 
rites [of Hajj] except tawaf of the House (i.e. Kabah) when she comes to the place of 
wearing ihram.» 


[The narrator] Ibn Tsá did not mention [the names of ] Ikrimah and Mujahid, but he 
said, “from ‘Ata’, from Ibn ‘Abbas gcauigs.”..

It is conceivable that Bagiyah ibn al-Walid gave ‘Ubayd Allah ibn ‘Amr this kunyah 
and attributed him to Bant Asad...
